MIDNIGHT DISPATCHES. 


The Positive Award of the Geneva 
Arbitration—Washington Affairs. 


WAsuINGTon, Sept. 14. 


A telegram :eceived at the State De- 
partment from Hon. J. C. Bancroft Da- 
vis, agent of the United States, states 
that the text of the award of the Arbi- 
trators at Geneva has been publicly 
announced there. The United States 
receive the gross sum of fifteen and one- 
halt million dollars for losses sustained 
by the acts of the Alabama and the 
Florida, and of the Shenandoah after 
leaving Melbourn, that by the terms of 
the treaty the award is payable in gold 
at Washington within one year from 
the date of the award, 

The British and American Claim 
Commission met at New Port, and 
without doing any business, adjourned - 
to October second, at Washington. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau decides 
that a pedlar of tobacco cannot put a 
substitute in his place to sell tobacco, 
snuff or cigars under his special tax re- 
ceipt. The pedlar's special tax is a 
personal tax, and it is not transferable. 

Latest. 
GENEVA, Sept. 14. 

The court of Arbitration met at haif 
past twelve o’clock this afternoon, the 
delay inthe arrival of Sir Alexander 
Cockburn and Lord Tenterdea having 
prevented its assembling at 12 o'clock, 
the usual hour. The five Arbitrators, 
agents of the respective governments, 
several of the counsel, twelve ladies and 
ten journalists, were present. The 
Count Scloppis was President of the 
court, read the arguments of the 
Arbitrators concurting in the decision 
of the tribunal, and announced that the 
sum awarded to the United States was 
was 154 million dollars in gold. Sir 
Alexander Cockburn refused to sign the 
decision of the tribunal. Count 
Scloppis was upplauded when he con- 
cluded. After adjournment of the 
court twenty two guns were fired in 
honor of closing its labors. 

The English representatives will leave 
Geneva on Monday and the Americans 
on Tuesday.

them appointed.” 

6. The worse New Orleans custom- 
house story, where Presidential preten- 
sion mixed with unblushing corruption, 
in which the Collector, a brother in law, 
is a chief actor. 


The duty of reconciliation Mr. Sum- 
ner advocates most eloquently, and 
while praising the Democratic party for 
their part in this good work, he defends 
Mr. Greeley with zeal and discretion 
for his constant defence of Equal Rights 
and his long time revolt against mis- 
rule, especially in the Southern States, 
where we quote afresh :
